1 . The Examiner's previous Office Action made final on (6/21/05) is vacated. The 
Examiner made an error on the previous Office Action, which was directed towards 
another application, classified in class 455, subclass 3.02 "receiver for satellite 
broadcast". The Examiner telephoned Amy Pattillo (512-402-9820) on June 27, 2005 
informing to disregard the Office Action that was mailed 6/21/05 and another Final office 
Action will follow.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 5/1 6/05 has been 
entered and considered by the examiner.

3. Newly submitted claims 47-48 and 51-56 are directed to an invention that is 
Independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons:
